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Continuation of 1 0. Other: Regarding to applicant's comments about final rejection of claim 1 , the Examiner fails to agree with applicant's 
argument because claim 1 only requires for the shape of the far end of the rib to have a shape along a virtual cylinder surface. The far 
end of the rib, if taken as the very tip end of the rib, disclosed by Johnson et al. meets this limitation since the applicant is not providing 
any additional details on this shape that would preclude the use of the Johnson reference, In response to applicant's argument that the 
screw-on structure disclosed by Johnson et al. has four ribs instead of the three ribs being recited in claimed, the Examiner points out that 
the transitional phrase being used for this claim is comprising which is an inclusive or open-ended phrase. Also, the maximum diameter of 
the through-hole (34) disclosed by Johnson et al. does faces the ribs because the inner surface of the through hole having a maximum 
diameter does not have to be the circle defined along surface 18 of Johnson as pointed by the applicant and it could be defined along the 
surface opposite to the surface 18 that is facing the ribs. . 
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
